Broome Community 
College President Dr. Peter 
Blomerly announced today 
that he would resign his 
office on April 31, 1979: 


In President Blomerly’s 
three vear reign as BCC 
head. he has led the fight for 
more student rights and less 
college buracuracy. The 
President’s face was very 
familiar at both college 
Senate and United Student 
Government meetings, 
seldom missing a_ session 
despite his active schedule, 


where he actively promoted 
student projects. 


What. shall- probably be 
noted as Blomerly’s largest 
contribution to the cause of 
students at Broome Com- 
munity College was his 
initial act of office, providing 
for the replacement: of the 
form “Union” building; a 
quonset, pre-fab building 
constructed as a temporary 
office structure for teachers 
during the construction of 
Cecil Tyrell Library. The 
President's proposal, later 
constructed from a_ grant 
from Rocco J. Testani, 
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Blomerly Resigns 


created the R. Bruce 
MacGregor Center, in- 
cluding a lounge, game room 
and student pub, an addition 
Blomerly was forced to fight 
for for months with the 
college Board of Trustees. 

A replacement has not yet 
been named for President 
Blomerly.

mittance of the college’s good friend Brook Saun- 
ders. Mr. Saunders left the B.C.C. scene a few years 
back so that he could act as a dean for the college 
that was to be formed by the highly honorable PTL 
club. When that fell through, B.C.C. was more than 
happy to welcome him back. Thus, Saunders would 
be a suitable candidate for the newly formed ad- 
ministrative post that was once held by a student 
president. 

Also a strong, centralized government is the 
essence of an orderly society. If the college was 
under the sole leadership of the administration, 
several problems would be alleviated. For example, 
the tedious occurrence of upset student officials 
bothering the Vice President of Student Affairs about 
some trivial matter such as rights would be of the 
past. The new government would show that they, not 
the student body, know what is proper for the 
students of this campus. 

A major problem that would be solved by the new 
government is that fewer people would be deter- 
mining how the money is to be utilized. Currently 
too many organizations such as clubs, program 
board, and other unimportant trouble makers have a 
voice in budgetary matters. If their votes were 
suspended, a smaller ruling body could set their own 
priorities. The beautification of office space in 
Wales, the enlargement of funds for the basketball 
team, and private executive restrooms is more 
important than mixers, movies, club activities, etc. 
The administration has already proven in the past 
years that they are experts in money management 
so that student activities fees will be in capable 
hands. 

To reinforce the newly formed government’s 
goals, the administration should also be in total 
control of the college media. Other than the obvious 
change of facein the Fulcrum and Citadel’s editorial 
policies, the administration would add an element of 
stability to the publications. Presently, there is a 
high editorial turnover that must be expected in a 
two year college. The new management would 
definitely add continuity from one issue to the next. 
This will also allow the college to save money by 
phasing out the Campus Communicator in order to 
eliminate redundancy. 

There are many positive aspects of dissolving the 
Student Government and replacing the worthless 
body with a larger more powerful administration. 
What would be truly interesting is whether or not the 
student body notices any difference.
